BRITAIN READY 
TO LEND DAWES 
PLAN SUPPORT 


Acceptance Is Conditional 
Upon Action of Other 
Nations 


Advises Receiver 
Leases* 


London, April 15— Premier Ramsay 
MacDonald announced in the house of 
commons this afternoon that Great 
Britain is prepared to support the 
Dawes reparation-plan In its entirety 
provided the other interested nations 
do likewise.” 
"The British government is greatly 
satisfied with the experts report,” con­ 
tinued the prem ier. 
"It is unbiased 
and a -carefully thought out endeavor 
to aid the governm ent’s concerned.” 
Prem ier MacDonald and his cabinet 
have been studying the Dawes plan 
ever since it was published last W ed­ 
nesday. They believe it offers a sound1 
solution of the reparations problem 
which has vexed Europe for nearly j 
five years. 
Prem ier MacDonald said 
he had communicated Great Britain's 
w illin gn ess to accept the experts plan 
to all governm ents concerned, includ­ 
ing that of the United States.

SAYS DEAL MADE 
BEFORE HARDING 
GIVEN NOMINATION 


W ashington, April 15.—A deal was 
m ads previous to the nom ination of 
the late W arren G. H arding In the 
1920 Republican convention, to make 
Albert B. Fall, secretary of the In­ 
terior, H. W. Ballard, of Los Angeles, 
told the senate public lands com m it­ 
tee today. Ballard said he was a friend 
of the late Jake Hamon. 
The offer was advanced by oil in­ 
terests who were prom ised a lease to 
Teapot Dome, Ballard said. 
Ballard declared he first learned of 
the deal from the late Jake Hamon, 
form er Republican national com m ittee­ 
man from Oklahoma, in a conversa­ 
tion in Ardmore, Okla., in July 1920, 
shortly after the convention. 
"A lbert Fall was bought like a steer 
and thrown into the job,” Ballard said 
Hamon told him. 
Under questioning by Spencer, Bal­ 
lard testified that the late President 
H arding "knew nothing of the deal to 
make Fall secretary of Interior.”

STINNES 
Hu po 
Stimies, who died in Berlin last Thursday, was the 
symbol of Germany in transition—transition from war to peace, 
trom primary to secondary international impoitance, from rule by 
oligarchy to rule by bourgeoisie, from Kaiser to saddlemaker. 
Before the war he was one of a number of industrial barons 
whose ideas and power were strictly subordinated to the aspira­ 
tions and supremacy of the State. The war effort of the nation 
as a whole overshadowed as well as entranced 
the particular 
workings of the heavy industries. During the chaotic period of 
transition thai followed Stinnes was forced and forced himself to 
the top. So great was the financial and pohtcal power with which 
he managed to surround himself, that in the eyes of many, if not 
his own, he was the State. 
Personally, Stingos had a heavy-industrv mind and a heavy- 
industry body. He had the reserve energy of a coal-mine and the 
hardness of pig-iron. The product of two generations of men that 
enjoyed wealth and large economic power, he continued to work 
indefatigably to develop that wealth and power. 
When asked why he imposed upon himself unnecessarily bur­ 
dens, he answered, “for his children.* 
Here was combined the 
dynastic complex with the idea that the State is founded upon the 
family and the family owes everything to the State. This may ex­ 
plain the seeming paradox of Stillness, the German patriot, taking 
advantage of the post-bellum econctfnic conditions to fill his own 
coffers at the expense of and to the demoralization of the German 
people. With Sinnes his children cafne first. 
Stinnes was a transitory figure. With the close of the transi­ 
tion period, which gave abnormal power to German heavy indus­ 
try because it seemed the only thi ng of sufficient weight to anchor 
Germany to earth, other elements will emerg to bring a normal 
balanc, though, perhaps, never a^ain in the old relationships and 
proportions. 
, 
A t a time when the post-war shake-down seems to be in pro­ 
cess of completion, there may be something symbolic about the 
passing of Hugo Stinnes. The loosing of his personal graft upon 
political and financial wires in Germany may aid in the establish­ 
ing of the new order of things contemplated in the Dawes repara­ 
tion program.

The Dawes-McKenna reparation report has been received in 
England with reserve, but at the general tenor of press and unoffi­ 
cial comment was that it “is a/start in the right direction” and may 
lead to a settlement. 
The general opinion in the more responsible press is that 
General Dawes displayed too much optimism in his covering letter, 
but, on the other hand, he gained for himself unstinted praise for 
what is considered as a careful and unprejudiced report on the ac­ 
tual conditions of Germany’s finances.

.Tames Parker Chew, editor of the 
publications of The Chew Publishing 
Toro patty, the Evening Gazette and 
the Morning Republican, in all prob­ 
ability may lay clear claim to that 
remarkable title of the -oldest active 
newspaper editor in the country.” 
Mr. Chew has never made anT 
effort to determine if he is the oldest 
active newspaper editor but it would 
be so unusual for a person of that

In fact it is doubtful If editors 
of half his age supply their papers 
with af much editorial material or 
continue at that job every working 
dr.y in any one year, yet the vener­ 
able editor of the local publications 
has never had to have a substitute. 
It is perhaps equally 
remarkable 
that Mr. Chew has edited his own 
newspaper publications continuously 
for a period of 
seventy-two 
years. 
He was born in York County, Pa.. 
April IO, 1832, and received his com­ 
mon 
school 
education at, 
Carlisle, 
Pa. He learned the trade of printer 
in the office of the Carlisle Herald, 
working there as an apprentice for 
$25 the first year. $40 
the 
second 
year. $50 the third year and SHO the 
fourth year. 
Hewlett Carlisle in 
1851 to

burg, Pa. had an offer of $7 a week. 
Turning down the Harrisburg offer.

and a short time later bought 
the! 
paper, six months 
before 
he 
had, 
bed his majority. He lived therf 
tw em X jve years as editor and pub­ 
lisher of -the 
Press, 
although 
in ­ 
terested in other 
businesses 
also. 
He was for seven years deputy 
col­ 
lector of internal revenue 
for 
t he 
Lawrenceburg district, in that tim e 
collecting 
$9,000,000.00. 
Redp^.th, 
the famous 
historian,was 
superin­ 
tendent of schools at Lawrenceburg 
at that tim e.

Chew 
bought 
the 
XeAia 
Gazette, then a weekly 
newspaper, 
November I, 1877. being anxious to 
settle In a Republican d istrict,, Law­ 
renceburg being 
Democratic. ) His 
son, the late IV. B. Chew, managed \ 
the Xenia publication a year before 
bls father closed his affairs lh 
In- I 
diana and came here. The paper was 
purchased from Patton and 
Finley, 
and for a time Coates Kinney, the i 
poet, was a 
contributor to its 
col­ 
umns after Mr. Chew 
acquired 
its 
possession. 
The paper was converted into a 
'"jHjaily November 27, 
1881, 
and 
the 
weekly was changed 
into a 
sem i­ 
weekly publication. 
The inahigurar 
tJon of the ^"i!y was considerable of 
a venture, for at that time no towns 
the size of Xenia had been able 
to 
support a daily paper, ’th e battle to 
establish the paper as a daily was a 1 
g and hard one, and its ultimate \ 
uncles a tribute to the capabilities 
* of its able editor. In August, 1888 : 
Mr. Chew bought the Xenia Torch­ 
light, which had been 
the 
leading 
paper when he came here, and con­ 
solidated 
that 
paper 
with 
the 
Gazette. 
Mr. Chew’s able direction of the 
Gazette to its position as one of the 
most successful small-city newspapers 
in the state, earned him recognition 
u 
one of Ohio’s leading editors even 
as he Is now known also as the dean 
of Ohio editors. 
He continued in ac­ 
tive charge of the paper until a few 
y ars ago, wdien he gave up the active 
management of the publication but 
continued to retain his interest in The 
t hew Publishing Company and also 
to remain as editor. 
Mr. ('hew was early a member of 
the Associated Ohio Dailies, an organ­ 
ization of Ohio newspapers, and for, 
twenty-five years served as treasurer 
of the organization. In that capacity 
be was a friend of L. H. Brush, of 
f Salem, who was secretary, and who 
I wt h Roy D. Moore recently pu*chas- 
l ea the late President Harding’s news- 
I paper, the Marion Star. 
Mr. Chew 
& also became a lriend of Mr. Harding 
pubrough this organization and later 
f In florida, where he again met and 
renewed his friendship with the late 
president.

Public Ledger as a boy, when he paid 
90 cents for 300 copies and sold them 
for one cent apiece, Mr. Chew has al­ 
ways been an admirer of that publi­ 
cation and was a friend of tile late

to M&4 whom he visited in 1876.
